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Erratic driver creates chaos on 


Didsbury streets

A Calgary man has been 
charged by RCMP after an er¬ 
ratic driving spree which caus¬ 
ed three accidents and injured 
a women and her three chil¬ 
dren. 

Jim Corson, 37, was charg¬ 
ed with two counts of dan¬ 
gerous operation of a motor 
vehicle, two counts of failing to 
stop at an accident scene, four 
counts of impaired driving 
causing injury and one count of 
driving while prohibited after a 
series of accidents and near ac¬ 
cidents in and around Didsbury 
last Tuesday. 

Didsbury RCMP said Cor¬ 
son was allegedly seen driving 
erratically near the junction of 
Highway 582 and Highway 2A 
about 6:30 p.m. Tuesday eve¬ 
ning. Apparently Corson's car, 
a 1977. Chevrolet, then pro¬ 
ceeded into Didsbury along 
20th Avenue where it collided 
with a 1990 Ford Aerostar van. 

Corson then continued 
west along the road leaving 
Didsbury on 23rd Street and 
striking another car, a 1989 
Dodge truck, just south of the 
Didsbury town limits. 

Neither the drivers nor the 
passengers in the cars struck by 
the driver were injured, but 
damages to both vehicles is 
estimated at close to $10,000. 

Corson continued driving 
after the second accident, pro¬ 
ceeding along 23rd Street for 
another two kilometres when 
he was then involved in a head 
on collision with a Honda Ac¬ 
cord driven by Daphne Stauf¬ 
fer. 

Stauffer and her three 
children, Andrew, Richard and 
Kyle, had to be pried from their 
car and were taken to the 
Mountain View Health Care 
Centre for treatment of various 
injuries, including bruises, cuts 
and broken bones. Richard 
Stauffer was later transported to 
the Foothills Hospital in Calgary 


for treatment of facial lacera¬ 
tions and a broken femur. 

Corson and his passenger, 
Kenneth Buller, 28 years-old, of 
Calgary were also taken to 


hospital in Didsbury for treat¬ 
ment of bruises and lacerations 
and were later released. 

Corson is currently being 
held in custody until he faces 


the charges in a Calgary provin¬ 
cial court this week. 

Didsbury RCMP are contin¬ 
uing to investigate this incident 
and ask that anyone who may 


have seen the Corson vehicle 
driving through town be¬ 
tween 6:15 p.m. and 7 p.m. on 
December 8 call them at 335- 
3381.

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Skating rinks get green light

Didsbury Town Council has 
given the green light to two 
residents of Westhill who want to 
build recreational skating sur¬ 
faces . 

Jim Wyatt and Bob Wright 
got the go-ahead to build the 
rinks in the Westhill Park at the 
last town council meeting 

The pair had made a 
proposal to town council over a 
month ago on building the rinks. 
Wyatt, a Constable with the 
Didsbury RCMP, said thev 
wanted a place for kids to enjoy 
outdoor fun in the winter. 

“My kids gave me the idea 
to build this thing," he said 
"They had no place to skate We 
had one in our back yard and the 
kids really enjoyed it so I thought 
we could make it a little bigger 
and let all the kids use it." 

Wyatt said he and Wright, a 
volunteer fire fighter, have 
started construction on two rinks 
for the park, one strictly for 
skating (30 x 30) and on that can 
also be used for hockey (30 x 60). 

“We are just waiting for 
some more cold weather and 


some snow," Wyatt said “It 
needs to be a little colder for it to 
set properly." 

They hoped to have the rinks 
open for use by this past 
weekend. 

But while council did give 
their approval for the project to 
be built on town land, there was 
some concern over liability risks. 
Town lawyers had advised 
against the project, stating lack 
of lighting and supervision as a 
concern, but council decided the 
risk was worth the rewards. 

"It is in the recreation plan 
to have more outdoor rinks in 
town," said Councillor Vance van 
Dam "This is an opportunity to 
have someone help us out with 
that plan without having to use 
town employees and town equip¬ 
ment." 

Costs to the town for the 
project are minimal; they are 
supplying use of the land and the 
water to flood the rinks from a 
town hydrant. All the other 
materials used to build the rinks 
were donated by Betton's Lum¬ 
ber and Steve's Place restaurant.

It would seem that these hard economic times are 
making more and more companies desperate to ensure 
continued financial prosperity through out and out 
highway robbery. 

What comes to mind specifically is the proposed 
legislation which would give large pharmaceutical com¬ 
panies a 20 year patent on any new drugs they develop. 

With the passing of this legislation . .. well, the little 
guy gets it in the chin again. 

Already provinces are struggling to find ways to cut 
costs on health care, generally at the expense of smaller 
rural communities like Didsbury. This legislation would 
ensure a higher cost to the health care system and to 
sick patients needing drugs by not allowing other drug 
companies to create knock-off copies, which many of 
you know are sold at much cheaper rates, for a 20 year 
period. 

The pharmaceutical companies say they need the 
extra revenue for research and development. It's more 
likely that the president's BMW needs replacing. 

Currently, knock-off companies must pay the patent 
holder for copycat drugs. That's fair. But to monopolize 
the system with a 20 year ban on reproduction is 
counter productive and against the general theory of the 
market system. 

What is the matter with the patent holders, are they 
afraid they can't compete with the knock-off com¬ 
panies? Maybe someone should tell them that this is 
1992, not 1980. People are having a hard time affording 
the drugs they are prescribed now. And those without 
any prescription insurance, generally the less well off 
anyway, will suffer the most. And how long will in¬ 
surance companies continue to cover drugs when the 
costs increase dramatically anyway? 

Let's face it, it isn't our fault that these phar¬ 
maceutical companies aren't able to make the kind of 
profit they hope to in today's market. That's life. But it 
would be our fault if we allowed the government to in¬ 
directly subsidize their wages through this legislation. 

If they want to increase their bottom line, perhaps 
someone should tell them to stop spending so much 
time schmoozing on Parliament Hill, lobbying to ban 
legitimate herbal remedies and whining about other 
companies' free market activities and get back to the 
lab.

A plea for democracy 


Dear Editor: 

While governments at all 
levels spout rhetoric about 
freedom, democracy, and the 
need for more open public 
discussion and involvement, it is 
frightening to watch the de-evo¬ 
lution of public participation in 
our own province. The proposed 
'New Municipal Government Act 
for Albertans', 1992 Bill 51, is the 
scariest document I've read since 
reading Hannah Arendt's book, 
"The Origins of Totalitarian¬ 
ism". Administrators and bur¬ 
eaucrats hail this atrocity (Bill 51) 
saying it is the most progressive 
piece of legislation of the 
century. The origin of this 
bravado is obvious; they wrote 
the thing 

Because of Section 151, the 
present M G.A actually has 
some formidable meat on its 
bones This section states that as 
taxpayers, we have the right to 
see just about anything and 
everything that our councils see 
A few things are confidential, 
such as personnel, outstanding 
contracts, and tenders, etc., but 
Sec 151 is a positive statement 
protecting and guaranteeing our 
rights to information as citizens 
of a democracy. It does all this 


under one section and 279 words. 
Only 39 words define what we 
cannot see. The other 240 are 
devoted to informational access 
for the public. 

The proposed legislation 
expands one section to three, and 
uses 647 words. Seventy-one of 
these words tell us about 
obtaining information 'unless' . . 

and 576 words explain all the 
information we CAN'T have To 
add insult to injury, it is left to an 
employee to decide what is public 
information and what isn't. Our 
'chief administrative officers' will 
now decide whether we, as 
taxpayers, have the right to know 
what's going on After a 60 day 
waiting period we will be given 
the right to appeal Given that 
God made the world in seven 
days, 60 days in the hands of a 
municipal council is scary stuff! 

Municipal councillors need 
never again worry about facing 
an angry group of taxpayers, who 
have found out under Sec. 151, 
that council is doing something 
they don't like According to the 
new act, this knowledge might 
place councillors at risk of 
improper pressure of harass¬ 
ment ' Who gets to decide what 
is improper pressure?' The 


chief administrative officer, of 
course. 

This is not right. This is 
very, very wrong. 

I strongly urge ALL Albert¬ 
ans to call their elected repre¬ 
sentative asking them to supply 
you with copies of Sec. 151, MCA 
1980, and Sections 150, 151, and 
152 of the new proposed Bill 51. 
You may not realize the horror of 
the new act unless you compare it 
to the strength of our existing 
act. 

My father fought in a war to 
protect my freedom, his grand¬ 
children's freedom, and your 
freedom. I beg you, as free and 
thinking people, to demand of 
Mr Dick Fowler, Minister of 
Municipal Affairs, that any new 
legislation, at the LEAST, must 
stick to the intent of the existing 
Municipal Government Act' that 
is, to guarantee taxpayers, access 
to information To govern and 
legislate 'over' an un-informed 
public is not only pure folly, but 
seriously undermines the basic 
precept of democracy-freedom!

Albertans Elect Premier Ralph 
Hon. Roy Brassard, MLA 
Olds-Didsbury Constituency 


In a news conference on 
September 9, 1992, Premier Don 
Getty announced his intentions to 
resign as Premier of the Province 
of Alberta. That announcement 
set in motion a process which 
provided all Albertans an oppor¬ 
tunity to help choose their new 
Premier. 

Never before in Canadian 
history have the residents of a 
province been given the oppor¬ 
tunity to directly choose the 
Premier of their province J udg- 
ing by the response at the polls, 
Albertans were pleased to be 
given this opportunity 

In preparation for electing a 
new Premier, nine candidates 


were nominated to replace Mr 
Getty. After a first ballot 
selection on November 28th, the 
list of nine was narrowed to 
three. On December 5, Albertans 
went to the polls in record 
numbers and chose Mr Ralph 
Klein to be their next Premier 

More than 78,000 Albertans 
cast their votes this past 
Saturday This was a dramatic 
increase from the 53,000 ballots 
cast the previous week. Mr. 
Klein won 59 1% of the second 
ballot votes while Mrs Betkowski 
received support from 40.5% of 
the voters. 

Mr. K lein will be sworn in as 
Alberta's 12th Premier in the 


very near future In addition, Mr. 
Klein has said he would 
preferably like to set his new 
cabinet before Christmas. 

Premier-elect Klein brings 
to the office of the Premier a 
completely new style of politics. 
After the final results were 
announced on Saturday, someone 
asked Mr Klein if he liked the 
sound of Premier Klein' Mr 
Klein responded by saying, “As 
far as I'm concerned, it's Premier 
Ralph." 

In my opinion, Alberta is 
going to be well served by 
somebody committed to meeting 
ordinary people at their level We 
need someone who will listen to 


the concerns and views of 
everyday Albertans. I am con¬ 
vinced that Ralph is dedicated to 
this kind of leadership and I am 
looking forward to working with 
him. The future of the Province of 
Alberta looks very bright under 
the leadership of Premier Ralph 
If you need to contact me, or 
just want to voice your concerns, 
please call our constituency office 
at 556-3132 or my office in 
Edmonton at 422-0141 (collect).

Merger criticism 


Dear Editor: 

The recent government 
merger of Alberta Agricultural 
Development Corporation 

(AADC) and the Alberta Hail and 
Crop Insurance Corporation 
could weaken the position of 
Alberta farmers who have bor¬ 
rowed money. The new Agri- 
financial Management Corpora¬ 
tion (AMC) will be both a money 
lender and an insurer. I fear that 
this could enable the lending arm 
to put pressure on farmers to 
repay loans from crop insurance 
and revenue premiums before 
the money is paid out to the 
farmer or the farmer's local 
creditors. 

Farmers should be free to 
decide which creditors get paid 
first. 

AADC already has consider¬ 
able power not only in lending 
but in the administration of 
disaster funds. In the future, 
when crop insurance is complete¬ 
ly merged with the Gross 
Revenue Insurance Program and 
the Net Income Stabilization 


Account, this power could be 
even greater. The new AMC 
could have ample opportunity to 
exert its influence and reduce a 
farmer's business options. We 
need assurances that its lending 
operations will not try to gain 
preferential treatment over other 
creditors. 

I recognize the need to 
reduce bureauracy, but Agricul¬ 
ture Minister Ernie Isley should 
have considered the consequenc¬ 
es of this move A merger with 
another lending institution, such 
as Alberta Treasury Branch, 
would have made more sense. 

Isley has not only set up this 
dubious partnership, he didn't 
even consult with the Alberta 
Hail and Crop Insurance Corpor¬ 
ation beforehand This is a poor 
way of thanking them for their 
hard work in introducing the new 
GRIP programs over the last two 
years.

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Liberal win realistic 


It's not unrealistic to predict 
a Liberal win in Olds-Didsbury in 
the next Alberta election 

The suggestion came from 
Frank Bruseker, Liberal MLA for 
Calgary Northwest, at a fundrais¬ 
er in Olds for Olds-Didsbury 
Liberal candidate Donna Cole 
"If I can win Calgary 
Northwest [turning a 10,000-vote 
deficit in 1986 into a 400-vote 
victory in 1989], anything is 
possible," Bruseker said. "I 
think Donna can win here." 

The Liberals, under Laur¬ 
ence Decore, have been bouyed 
by victories in two of three 
provincial byelections this year, 
most recently in neighboring 
Three Hills. Don MacDonald 
swept to victory in this long-time 
Tory stronghold in October, 
delivering a strong message of 
how unhappy Albertans are with 
the current government, Brusek¬ 
er said 

"I did a lot of door-knocking 
in [Three Hills] and I can tell you 
the over-riding message is that 
people are fed up with [the 
governing Tories]," he said 

While the Conservatives 
have dominated Alberta media in 
recent weeks with coverage of the 
party's leadership race, Bruseker 
said he didn't believe it mattered 
who became premier because 
"they're going to be gone after 


the next election." 

"People are not concerned 
so much with some of the actual 
wrongdoings like the Novatel 
fiascos, but the fact that no one in 
government is willing to accept 
the blame," he added 

Bruseker said he's not 
expectin; an election until next 
fall, although that could take on a 
different twist with Ralph Klein 
as Tory leader, he said. 

"At this stage we re more 
election-ready than they are [the 
Liberals have candidates nomin¬ 
ated in 62 provincial ridings, the 
Tories, zero] but their new leader 
is going to need some time, he'll 
want to make sure the new 
electoral boundaries are in place, 
among other things." 

The proposed boundary 
changes, regarding Olds-Dids¬ 
bury, are "not that bad," 
Bruseker said, an "improve¬ 
ment" over an earlier proposal 
which would have divided the 
riding, making the Didsbury area 
part of a riding stretching south 
to northwest Calgary, while Olds 
joined a riding going as far north 
as Rocky Mountain House. 

More than 100 people 
attended last week's fundraiser 
in support of Cole, a long-time 
Didsbury resident nominated to 
carry the Liberal banner earlier 
this year.

Crowds this year were huge, 
often exceeding several thou¬ 
sand, and tournament organizers 
realized that once again as 
much by accident than design 
Spruce Meadows had another hit 
on its hands. 

The basis for the ACT Battle 
Of The Breeds is to determine 
which breed among 15 entered 
can rightfully claim to be the true 
champion of the equine world. 

Think of it as an Equine 
Decathlon . . with nine instead 
of 10 different events, each 
requiring a special skill. But 
instead of strictly individual 
participation each breed is 
represented by a team of at least 
three to four riders.

Funding announced for sustainable 
agriculture 

The federal and provincial 
governments are expanding ef¬ 
forts to promote the development 
and adoption of more environ¬ 
mentally sound production and 
processing practices in Alberta's 
agriculture and food processing 
industry. 

A $44.2 million Canada-Al- 
berta Environmentally Sustain¬ 
able Agriculture Agreement was 
announced today by federal 
Agriculture Minister Bill Mc- 
K night and Alberta's Associate 
Agriculture Minister Shirley Mc¬ 
Clellan during the Alberta Wheat 
Pool Annual Meeting. The five 
year agreement will be equally 
funded by the two governments. 

Federal funding for the program 
will come from the Sustainable 
Agriculture component of Can¬ 
ada's Green Plan 

McK night said the new 
agreement builds on the efforts 
initiated under the Canada-Al- 
berta Agreement on Soil Con¬ 
servation and the Canada-Al- 
berta Agreement on E nviron- 


mental Sustainability. He said, 
"The new agreement will further 
enhance the compatibility of 
Alberta's agriculture and food 
sector with the soil, water, 
atmospheric and wildlife re¬ 
sources. This will be accomplish¬ 
ed through the development and 
adoption of more environmental¬ 
ly friendly technologies and 
management practices.” 

McClellan said she is 
pleased to see the cooperative 
effort between the two levels of 
government on soil conservation 
and environmental protection 
continued under the new agree¬ 
ment. 

"This agreement will pro¬ 
vide support to agricultural 
organizations, Agricultural Ser¬ 
vice Boards and researchers,” 
she said. "It will assist them to 
develop and promote improved 
resource and waste management 
practices on farms and in food 
processing facilities. We must 
work together to protect our soil 
and water resources for future 


generations." 

A wide range of environmen¬ 
tally sustainable agricultural 
initiatives will be supported 
Demonstrations and other tech¬ 
nology transfer activities will 
help producers decide how to 
incorporate more environmental¬ 
ly friendly approaches into their 
farming operations. Assistance 
will also be provided to help the 
processing sector to become 
more environmentally sustain¬ 
able. Applied research and 
monitoring programs will provide 
the information and technology 
needed for long-term environ¬ 
mental stewardship An aware¬ 
ness program will help the 
general public understand the 
environmental compatibility of 
Alberta's agriculture and food 
processing industry. 

An advisory committee, 
made up of representatives from 
the agriculture and food sector, 
will be established to guide 
activities under the agreement 


FCC releases results of 
1992 farm survey 


The majority of Canadian 
producers are in a stable financial 
position, a survey of farm 
finances released by the Farm 
Credit Corporation (FCC) indi¬ 
cates. 

The survey results show that 
average farm assets in Canada 
increased marginally by 2.1 per 
cent to $536,600, between Dec 
31, 1989 and Dec 31, 1991 

The survey -- conducted in 
co-operation with Agriculture 
Canada and Statistics Canada — 
shows the average net worth of 
Canadian farms increased 1.7 per 
cent to $441,600 in the same 
two-year period. 

The study was undertaken to 
provide data to evaluate and 
measure changes in the financial 
situation of Canada farmers 

There are significant dif¬ 
ferences in the results among 
regions. British Columbia had 
the largest increase in average 
assets, at 12 8 per cent, followed 
by Quebec at 11 per cent Alberta 
reported a decrease of 3.4 per 
cent. 

B C., Quebec and the 
Atlantic provinces also had the 
highest gains in average net 
worth, at 17 4, 8 4 and six per 
cent, respectively 

The average debt load of 
farmers across Canada increased 
by 4 2 per cent, to $95,000 in 
1991 from $91,200 in 1989 In 
Alberta and B.C., in comparison, 
liabilities decreased by 5.3 per 
cent and 10 9 per cent respective- 


Dairy enterprises had the 
largest increase in net worth -- 
increasing 10.2 per cent to 
$593,6)00 — but also carried the 
largest average debt, according 
to the survey results.

recession is? For the older kids 
it's just as hard to take, but at 
least they understand " 

The spirit of giving thrives in 
Olds, according to Moody. "Olds 
College has five donation boxes; 
they're competing with each 
other to see who can do the most. 
They're holding a bottle drive on 
the 15th, and the students are 
putting on a Christmas dinner 
this F riday with an extra dollar on 
each meal going toward Santa's 
Anonymous. The Lion's Club are 
donating one month's of their 
Lucky Loonies to S.A. We had 
one lady come in to make a 
donation. She said if it hadn't 
been for S.A. (in a previous 
year), she wouldn't have had a 
Christmas, so she did a 'pay¬ 
back' Winnifred Schlichenmayer 
phoned to say she'd knitted some 
items, would we be interested? 
She brought in two huge boxes 
filled with homemade toques and 
headbands. She said, she liked to 
keep busy and wanted to help 
out It's stuff like that that brings 
back the Christmas spirit " 

Donations can be made 
through the town office, or 
deposited in any of the boxes 
located in most businesses 
around town 

Deb Stephenson, office as¬ 
sistant at the Alberta Wheat Pool 
asked that a box be dropped off at 
the elevator "This is the first 
year we've been involved, said 
Stephenson We thought we'd 
see what kind of response we'd 
get from the rural community. 
Basically I told them that if they 
don't make a donation, we won't 
give them any free coffee in the 
month of December!" 

Alpha and Dairy Queen have 
joined in with their Angel Tree 
program Mike Rieberger, 
Alpha's Olds franchise operator 
is pleased to be involved in the 
program "It started four years 
ago in Medicine Hat," Rieberger 


advised, "and spread throughout 
Southern Alberta. Alpha is 
covering a portion of the 
advertising and we provide the 
little cards on the tree." 

The little cards on the tree 
have children's first names and 
ages. Donors simply select a card 
from the tree and bring an 
unwrapped present suitable for 
the child back to Dairy Queen on 
their next visit. The Dairy Queen 
program is running in tandem 
with Santa's Anonymous accord¬ 
ing to D Q manager Bob 
Graham "This is my second year 
here and my second year of being 
involved with this," Graham 
explained "The co-ordinators 
from the town tell us response 
was really good last year and this 
year it will probably be received 
even better, considering the 
need." 

The town office issues tax 
receipts for cash donations and 
gratefully accept unwrapped gifts 
and non perishable food items. 
Those willing to donate time to 
the project are asked to call the 
office to help with wrapping, 
pick-ups and deliveries. In the 
meantime, the Mountain View 
Association for the Mentally 
Handicapped have promised to 
help out with the workload 
through their Community Op¬ 
tions personnel.

Camp entertains all seasons

In a setting befitting its 
name, Camp Evergreen is 
located south of Sundre in the 
Bergen area, amid trees on a 
tract of land encompassing 480 
acres A domain of hills, valleys, 
open meadows and a creek called 
Fallen Timber which flows its 
way through E vergreen territory. 

On Sunday, December 13, 
employees of Shell Canada and 
their families were hosted at the 
camp for their Christmas get 
together Jan Gordey, convener 
of the Shell Social Club, said with 
the variety of activities planned 
there was something for every 
age group The presence of a 
magician added to the festivities 
of the day. 

Harold Cooper, Program 
Director of the camp, Said it was 


originally founded in 1963 by the 
Alberta Conference of Mennonite 
Brethren Churches. The initial 
purchase of 160 acres was 
designed to provide a permanent 
site for the development of 
children's camping of all denom¬ 
inations, with the first camp 
being held in the summer of 
1963. Harold said tents were 
probably the only shelters they 
had at the first camp which also 
included open sky cooking. As 
the years passed, improvements 
in camping conditions were 
gradually updated with one of the 
first being an uninsulated main 
building to house a kitchen, 
dining area and a meeting place 
for serivces The first cabins built 
were also uninsulated but a great 
addition to the delights of 
camping Cooper said through 


hours of hard work in the 
formative years by many volun¬ 
teers, the facilities at the camp 
gradually progressed to their 
present high standard, not only 
in accommodations but also in 
programs and its staff. 

Camp Evergreen now has 
the facilities to accommodate all 
age groups, children, teens and 
adults, said Cooper, and pro¬ 
grams are developed in coopera¬ 
tion with guest groups. 

The main lodge can accom¬ 
modate 42 people with dining 
capacity for 150, the mini-lodge 
accommodates 15 people with a 
comfortable lounge/meeting 
area, Cooper said. There are also 
16 winterized gas heated cabins 
that will each accommodate 8 
people.

Mortgage credit up almost 2 percent 


Residential mortgage credit 
grew 1.9 per cent, in nominal 
terms, to $269 billion during the 
third quarter of 1992, according 
to a report released last week by 
Canada Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation (CMHC). The third 
quarter figure compares to 2.0 
and 1.6 per cent growth recorded 
in the second and first quarter 
respectively. 

The October issue of 
CMHC's Mortgage Market 
Trends reports the growth of 
mortgage credit is not forecast to 
accelerate for the rest of the year 
as the advantages of low house 
prices and interest rates will be 
partially offset by sluggish 
economic activity 

"In spite of very good 
affordability, mortgage lending 
activity will not pick up strongly 
until employment and hence, 
consumer confidence are re-es¬ 
tablished," said Marc Pellerin, 
CMHC's Capital Markets Econ¬ 
omist 

Consumer preferences on 


mortgage lending practices are 
reviewed in an article entitled 
"What Do Borrowers Like—The 
Good the Bad and the Ugly", 
written by Alan Silverstein, a 
Toronto Lawyer specializing in 
real estate and mortgage financ¬ 
ing The things borrowers like 
the most in relation to mortgages 
are: convertible mortgages, port¬ 
ability, and early renewal What 
consumers dislike the most is the 
lack of flexibility in prepaying 
their moitgage at low cost. 

Despite what many people 
think, just because a mortgage is 
paid weekly or bi-weekly does not 
automatically result in significant 
savings for borrowers. Simply 
dividing the total annual mort¬ 
gage payment by 52 for a weekly 
payment or dividing by 26 for a 
bi-weekly payment offers little 
savings to borrowers although, 
technically, these alternatives are 
still weekly and bi-weekly pay¬ 
ment mortgages 

To accomplish savings, the 
monthly payment must be 


divided by four for a weekly 
payment or by two for a bi-weekly 
payment. Both these payment 
methods ensure that additional 
payments are made each year, 
permitting the borrower to pay a 
larger amoung of the principal 
this reducing the interest paid 
over the life of the mortgage 
Issues of NHA Mortgage- 
Backed Securities (MBS) contin¬ 
ued to surge in the third quarter 
of 1992. Surpassing the $1 billion 
mark for the second quarter in a 
row, issues totalled $1,777.4 
million through 118 new pools 
This accounted for 26 per cent of 
the estimated increase in mort¬ 
gage credit outstanding during 
the third quarter 

Two more articles on NHA 
Mortgage-Backed Securities are 
featured the return of the 
25-year fixed-rate residential 
mortgages, and the prepayment 
experience of Canadian Mort¬ 
gage-Backed Securities

Woman wins right to day care provision 


By Janice Harrington 

A Carstairs woman has won 
the right to apply to administer 
Carstairs day home facilities and 
helped in the battle to stop 
centralization of services. 

Arleen Wilde was recently 
told she would be able to fairly 
compete for the contract to 
supply family day home services 
in Carstairs after a short battle 
with provincial day care services 

The fight started when the 
current supplier of family day 
home services did not renew their 
contract with the province. Wilde 
decided she would like to take 
over the contract, which covers 
Carstairs and Didsbury. 

But after initial preparation 
work and the creation of a 
business proposal, Wilde was 
informed that the provincial Day 
Care Services office had changed 
boundaries and had granted the 
rights to family day home 
services in Didsbury and Car¬ 
stairs to the Olds contract. 


“I had submitted my origin¬ 
al intent before Olds proposed 
the extension," Wilde said. 
"And I felt it was important that 
the service be located in the 
community They accepted my 
appeal on the grounds I appealed 
on." 

Bob ] ohnson, Regional Man¬ 
ager of Day Care Services south 
agreed. 

"The individual in Carstairs 
made a case on wanting to 
maintain the service in Car¬ 
stairs," he said. "Our concern is 
over economy of scale in 
operating. You have to have a 
certain number to make it worth 
your while to administrate We 
had originally thought that we 
could ensure the continuity of 
care with a proven provider 
already up and running in Olds. 
But this person made it clear that 
there was support in the 
community for the project and 
that it would be a community 


enhancement." 

The family day home proejct 
is an offshoot of day care services 
regulated by the provincial 
government Under the program, 
the province contracts regional 


administrators to oversee home 
day care facilities in smaller 
areas where commercial day care 
costs are not feasible 

A maximum of 6 children are 
looked after in each home

"We've had fantastic coop¬ 
eration with the businesses in 
town," Bottril said "I don't 
think one of them has said they 
don't like the program and the 
parent reaction has been good as 
well."

Kid’s group launches new tour 


By Allan Gould 

. What do the names "Shar¬ 
on," "Lois" and "Bram" mean 
to you? To most children between 
the ages of 3 and 10, the names 
create images of the delightful 
stars of the long-running t.v 
series, The Elephant Show To 
any parent of those children, the 
name would call up warm images 
of memorable concerts, home 
sing-alongs, and records, albums 
and tapes worn to paper-thinness 
from playing againandagainand- 
again. And to the entertainment 
industry in this country, those 
names would suggest words like 
Talent, Decency, Old-Fashioned 
Values and New-Fashioned Tech¬ 
nical Brilliance. Indeed as Shar¬ 
on, Lois & Bram enter their 15th 
year and have just embarked 
upon their most ambitious 
Canadian tour yet-42 shows are 
to be performed before some 
120,000 parents and children in 
17 cities from Victoria and 
Halifax-this might be a good 
time to take a look at one of 
Canada's finest gifts to the 
musical world 

When one visits the home of 
Lois Lilienstein in mid-town 
Toronto, where she is busy 
cooking chili con carne for her 
two partners, one quickly realizes 
just how caring, loving and 
family-like this world-famous 
group truly is. Their concerts, 
albums and videotapes only 
underline the profound commit¬ 
ment that these three musicians/ 
singers have to their music, their 
art and their audience. 

It might be worthwhile 
recalling just how impressive a 
career these three have made for 
themselves, entertaining literally 
tens of millions of North 
American children and their 
parents. In the mid-70's, a 
long-time folksinger named Shar¬ 
on Hampson met a bearded 
folksinger named Bram Morri¬ 
son, who then both met a jazz 
pianist, Lois Lilienstein, and not 
one of them could have imagined, 
in his/her wildest dreams, what 
would quickly follow: 

The' three music lovers 
borrowed $22,000 from family 
and friends to make a record 
called One Elephant, Deux 
Elephants in 1978, which would 
become the fastest-selling chil¬ 
dren's recording in Canadian 
history, and would eventually go 
double platinum Then came 
Smorgasbord (now double plati¬ 
num and a J uno Award-winner); 
Singing 'N Swinging (a second 
J uno Award); another seven 
best-selling albums; countless 
concerts across Canada and the 
U.S.; five years of the Elephant 
Show for t.v.; three acclaimed 


MSSHQ*'’ 
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children's books; home video 
collections of several episodes of 
the t.v. show; major articles in 
such popular U S magazines as 
People ("Sharon, Lois & Bram 
are the hottest thing since 
high-top sneakers"); National 
Ambassadors to UNICE F's fund¬ 
raising campaign 

You get the idea But what 
you may not get is what is so 
remarkable about a group like 
Sharon, Lois & Bram. Let's be 
brutally honest here: The world 
today, by and large, sees children 
as commodities: things to sell 
breakfast cereal to (given if it's 
70% sugar and not particularly 
good for their health); things to 
sell video games and clothes to 
(even if their families can't afford 
them); things to sell "popular" 
t.v. shows and records to (such as 
Strawberry Shortcake and Care 
Bears--both of which were 
created by greeting card compan¬ 
ies for profit, and not out of any 
particular love for children, or 
any desire to instill them with 
love of music or art). 

But isn't it noteworthy that 
we have, in Canada, kid-loving, 
music-loving, art-loving, world- 
class performing artists named 
Sharon, Lois & Bram (who are, to 
quote journalist Michele Lands- 
berg of the Toronto Star, "simply 
the best musicians now recording 
for children in North America, 
and probably the world"). 

Which brings us back to 
Lois' crowded kitchen as she stirs 
the chili for Sharon and Bram, as 
the three continue to prepare for 
their Great Big Tour (which 
kicked off with two concerts in 
Winnipeg's Walker Theatre on 
November 5). And listening to 


them talk with each other makes 
one think of a warm family 
dinner Lois chuckles over the 
"agony and the ecstasy" of how 
they chose 31 favorite songs for 
their just-released Great Big Hits 
recording, from more than 300 in 
their repertoire: "We all had 
different favorites!" "No, we all 
had absolute musts!" adds 
Sharon. "Then we asked in our 
Elephant Newsletter what the 
kids wanted, and we used their 
input, too," notes Bram. "The 
co-producers and the engineer 
had their own lists," reminds 
Lois, who describes how the trio 
began to trade songs like 
baseball cards: "You give me 
this song, I'll give you that 
song." Some songs (one-third, in 
fact) had been so shaped over the 
years "by our audiences" that 
they were "completely recorded 
to reflect the way we sing them 
today." 

Which brings us up the fall 
of 1992, with Sharon, Lois & 
Bram embarking on their most 
ambitious Canadian tour ever, 
introducing their "best of" 
recording, and a classy, compu¬ 
ter-animated/live concert/new 
video, Sing A To Z. Often 
"fighting to keep concert prices 
down" and "refusing to sacrifice 
musical quality," the Canadian 
group also must struggle for 
shelf-space in record stores 
among hit-oriented pop records. 
And what makes it all worth¬ 
while? 

"Your music makes our 
family dance and sing I can't 
begin to describe the fun we have 
together The atmosphere cre¬ 
ated in our home by your music is

The idea behind the arrange¬ 
ment actually began under the 
umbrella of the Mennonite 
Central Committee back in 1924.

Before being allowed to be 
sold, each item must be tagged 
with the name of the country 
from which it was produced and 
shipped 

While most of the Christmas 
craft fairs in the area have 
already taken place, Frieda 
encourages the public to keep an 
eye open for Self Help crafted 
products at other locations 
throughout the province, or to 
stop by the Calgary Self Help 
store in person. 


Wouldn't it be wonderful to 
give one gift to two different 
people from two different coun¬ 
tries at the same time? 

Self-Helf Crafts of Alberta 
certainly thinks so. In fact, that is 
precisely the concept behind 
their organization "Crafts from 
Around the World " 

What the organization in¬ 
volves is a coalition of volunteers 
working throughout Canada and 
the United States to sell a variety 
of uniquely designed items 
hand-crafted by the needy in 
countries overseas. 

Weaving, needlework, pot¬ 
tery, and wood-crafted products 
are among the many items 
routinely sold at local craft fairs 
in places like Didsbury and Olds 
for funding dollars. 

Long-time Didsbury resident 
Frieda Derksen has been involv¬ 
ed with Self Help Crafts for over 
15 years. She was, in fact, the 
Alberta Director for the program 
responsible for touring rural 
areas of the province selling and 
overseeing the sale of the many 
crafted items coveted from 
around the world. 

It is a pastime, she says, that 
is extremely fulfilling.

Farm credit corporation 
act tabled 


family farm businesses, the 
agri-food sector and rural com¬ 
munities depends on the ability 
of farmers to develop new 
markets," McK night said. 

The provisions of the new 
Act were developed in consulta¬ 
tion and at the request of 
industry. The legislation evolved 
out of the recommendations of 
the federal Task Force on Farm 
Finance, established in 1989, and 
the Working Croup on Farm 
Finance, formed following the 
report of the Task F orce in ] une, 
1990 

To provide more cost effec¬ 
tive financial services to farmers, 
the new Act will allow the FCC to 
deliver joint programs and 
services with federal agencies, 
provincial governments and pri¬ 
vate lenders 

The removal of administra¬ 
tive restrictions now gives the 
FCC the authority to set loan 
limits, own land for periods 
longer than the previous five- 
year limit, and establish security 
requirements in response to 
changing business conditions 
without seeking legislative 
changes In addition, cabinet 
approval will not be required to 
set interest rates. 

The FCC has a loan portfolio 
of about 60,000 accounts, valued 
at $3 6 billion There are more 
than 100 offices located in rural 
communities across Canada 


New legislation introduced 
last month expands the role of 
the federal Farm Credit Corpora¬ 
tion (FCC) to make and guaran¬ 
tee loans to farm businesses 
diversifying operations beyond 
the farm gate 

Agriculture Minister Bill 
McK night announced the tabling 
of the Farm Credit Corporation 
Act which replaces the Farm 
Credit Act, passed in 1959, and 
the Farm Syndicates Credit Act, 
passed in 1964 

"The new legislation means 
the FCC can now provide credit 
to farm operations carrying out 
related businesses off the farm," 
McK night said. "This will help 
encourage diversification, value- 
added processing and the devel¬ 
opment of niche markets for 
farmers 

"By expanding the man¬ 
date, the FCC now has the 
flexibility to provide specialized 
and personalized financial serv¬ 
ices to clients who are seeking to 
strengthen their positions in a 
changing and increasingly com¬ 
petitive agri-food market," the 
Minister added 

Under the previous Farm 
Credit Act, the FCC could only 
make loans for the purpose of 
farming The legislation intro¬ 
duced and recognizes the recent 
trend of farm operations expand¬ 
ing into value-added businesses 
in order to increase profitability 
"The continued viability of

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Game farming research reviewed 


Despite several setbacks, 
game farming is a firmly 
established industry in Alberta 
and promises to make a solid 
contribtuion to diversifying the 
province's agricultural economy 
says a University of Alberta 
researcher. 

Robert Hudson, a professor 
in the university's animal science 
department, presented a sum¬ 
mary of game farming research 
results at the recent 1992 
Farming for the Future confer¬ 
ence held in Red Deer The 


industry in Alberta," says 
Hudson He says he hopes the 
Livestock Diversification Act of 
1990 has "laid to rest the 
treatment of game farming as a 
policy issue." 

A 1975 study at Elk Island 
National Park first drew Hud¬ 
son's attention to the agricultural 
potential of wildlife. In that 
study, researchers found a 
higher productivity in wild 
ruminants than in seasonally 
grazed livestock This pioneering 
research formed the basis for 


ducts. 

"The sustained growth of 
the international game industry 
over the past 25 years indicates a 
bright future," he says. But he 
also cautions, "The industry 
serves specialty markets and will 
never supplant conventional farm 


livestock." 

Current commercial oppor¬ 
tunities for game farming include 
international markets for breed¬ 
ing stock, venison, antler velvet 
and other specialty products 

Game farming research is 
continuing, particularly on meth¬ 


ods for managing wildlife in 
Alberta's harsh climate. Many 
game animals can eat a wide 
variety of native plants and low 
quality feeds Some can also 
forage through the snow, allow¬ 
ing the game farmer to graze 
them year-round.

Choirs join for Christmas 
show

On Wednesday, November 
4, 1992, after 63 years of 
continuous service, the Bergthal 
Sewing Circle, Didsbury, voted to 
disband A stunned silence fell 
on the group when the result of 
the voting was announced. 

Membership that had once 
stood at 34 was down to 12. 
Several women who had joined 
along with their mothers had 
been members for nearly 50 
years Executive duties were 
becoming a burden and, although 
disbanding was painful, it was 
expedient. 

Founded in 1929 under the 
leadership of Mrs. G.C. Neufeld 
the sewing circle served the 
church by raising funds for 
missions projects, initially by an 
auction sale of sewn articles and 
later by personal pledges 

When, in 1937, MBI (Menno 
Bible Institute) opened its doors 
the sewing circle became a 
self-appointed auxiliary to the 
school Countless hours were 
spent there canning, baking, 
cleaning and painting until the 
school closed in 1967. 

Since then the sewing circle 
has participated in the yearly 
quilting project, making soap and 
rolling bandages The sick and 
bereaved have had visits and 
flowers and missionaries around 
the world have received letters 


and support. 

The Sewing Circle has 
served the local community too 
The Ladies' Christmas Party, 
begun in 1959, has become a 
popular event for the women of 
the neighborhood It has also 
assisted in the volunteers pro¬ 
grams at the hospital, delivering 
meals on wheels and serving at 
birthday teas 

The programs of Alberta 
Women in Mission have always 
been given full support and 
several Sewing Circle members 
have held positions on the 
provincial executive. 

Quoting from Tina Sawat- 
sky's entry in the book, "Alberta 
Women in Mission": 

"We marvel at Cod's grace, 
goodness, and patience that has 
carried us through the years " 

In their own individual ways, 
as strength permits, the women 
all continue to fulfill their 
mandate found in John 9.4 "I 
must work the work of Him that 
sent me while it is day; the night 
cometh when no man can work."

Didsbury All the other options 
(Blue Boxes, Special pick-up and 
so on) require a big intitial 
investment and weekly costs that 


can be eliminated by asking our 
third partner to participate by 
willingly dropping off materials 
at the recycle centre. For those 
who do not have transportation or 
friends and relatives to help, 
pick-up arrangements can be 
made. 

Preparing our product for 
market is what we call "labor- 
intensive.” This means that we 
will need lots of help So the 
second way our residents can 
participate is by supplying 
volunteer labor to sort and 
prepare what has been dropped- 
off We like to share the workload 
around so that everyone has a 
chance to say that they are really 
partners by participating 

The best help can come from 
Didsbury recreation clubs and 
societies Why not, for example, 
have a crew from a specific dub 
or group or a dass from a school 
commit to supply the labor for 
just 1 week (3 or 4 days) in a year 
A crew of 4-8 people is enough 
and we can all have fun doing the 


job The best reward will be 
seeing the bales pile up and 
loaded for market. 

The third way we can all 
participate is by telling someone 
about the project The Lions Club 
and the Town will do their part by 
publishing articles, and by direct 
mailing. Our residents can do 
their part by talking to their 
neighbors and friends. Why not, 
for example, challenge a neigh¬ 
bor to recycle more than you do 
by bringing it to the centre and 
having it recorded 

Participation means that 
everyone can do their part. 
Adults and children can help, 
business owners and residents,

County Council would again remind all ratepayers that the assessment staff is 
continuing their effort to complete the general assessment this year for implementa¬ 
tion in 1993. 

A great deal of work has already been done and we wish to thank you for the 
cooperation and help that you have provided when called upon. 

CHANGES THAT WILL OCCUR IN RURAL ASSESSMENTS 

In the past, owners of small properties taxed as farms have received an exemp¬ 
tion that allowed them to pay considerably less tax than owners of similar non-farm 
properties. In 1988 the provincial government adopted a new rural assessment policy 
aimed at correcting this inequity. Starting in 1993, the County of Mountain View will 
apply this new policy to rural properties. Mountain View is one of several Alberta 
municipalities now in the process of re-evaluating rural properties according to the 
new policy. 

The two most significant changes in the policy are: 

* the assessment of all residences, cottages and mobile homes in the municipality. 

* the assessment of a three-acre residential site value for each rural residence. 
(One or more residences per parcel may constitute a site.) 

Assessments on agricultural land are still prepared on the basis of the land’s 
ability to produce agricultural products. This means agricultural land is assessed on 
the basis of what a farmer should pay for land if its most reasonable use is 
agriculture. To arrive at agricultural value, the assessor has taken into account such 
factors as soil quality, topography, stones, etc. 

Once again the most significant change will be the introduction of a new rural 
assessment policy that will have an impact on small holdings currently assessed as 
farm properties. 

HOW WILL RURAL PROPERTIES BE ASSESSED? 

RESIDENTIAL BUILDINGS 

Residences will be assessed at 65% of the depreciated replacement cost. 
Depreciated replacement cost is the cost of material and labour to construct a new 
similar building less the loss in value due to age, location and other causes. 

LAND 

Where there is a residence, the first 3 acres will be assessed at 65% of the 
market value for 1991. The remainder of the land will be assessed at agricultural 
value. Parcels less than three acres will be assessed at 65% of market value for 1991. 

EXEMPTIONS 

Farm outbuildings will continue to be exempt from assessment to the extent that 
they are used for farm purposes. 

An exemption or reduction in assessment for the owner’s residence will be bas¬ 
ed on the amount of qualifying agricultural valued land assessment in the owner’s 
unit. The maximum exemption for this residence is $40,000. 

Additional residences used chiefly for farm purposes will be exempt to a max¬ 
imum of $20,000 per residence, providing the owner has qualifying agricultural valued 
land remaining in the unit after the first exemption has been calculated. 

Buildings on non-farmland used exclusively as greenhouses, for crop storage or 
housing livestock or poultry other than for commercial purposes, are exempt from 
assessment to a maximum of $5,000 per parcel. 

Land leased from the Crown or a Municipality will be included in an owner’s unit. 
However we must be notified of these lands. Land outside the municipality and ac¬ 
tively farmed by the owner will also be included in an owner’s unit but again we must 
be informed of these situations. 

Land leased from private individuals however is NOT eligible to be used as an ex¬ 
emption. 

Your cooperation will ensure we calculate the maximum exemption allowance to 
this Provincial regulation.

Highest vacancy rate in 20 years 


The national average apart¬ 
ment vacancy rate increased to 
4 8 per cent in October from 4 4 
per cent in April, Canada 
Mortgage and Housing Corpora¬ 
tion reported recently. 

This is the highest average 
rate for privately initiated rental 
structures of three units or more 
since 1987 and the highest rate in 
twenty years for structures of six 
units or more As a general rule, 
a vacancy rate reaching 3 per 
cent provides renters with a 
reasonable choice, but a lower 
rate is required in certain 
markets to stimulate investment 

"More renters decided to 
buy houses," explained Bruno 
Duhamel, Market Analyst for 
CMHC, as the key reason why 
vacancy rates have increased 
"Low interest rates, stable house 


prices and the two federal 
housing programs have combin¬ 
ed to greatly improve people's 
ability to become homeowners, 
therefore freeing up rental 
units." A slower than expected 
economic recovery and low 
employment in many markets 
have impeded the take up of 
vacated units resulting in higher 
vacancies. 

Over half of the centres in 
Canada have registered a higher 
vacancy rate in the last six 
months The highest vacancy 
rates in Canada were Sherbrooke 
and Montreal with 9.3 and 7.7 
per cent respectively, followed by 
Chicoutimi, 7.1 per cent, Trois- 
Rivieres, 7 0 per cent, Oshawa 
and Winnipeg at 6 1 per cent 

Cities in British Columbia 
and Ontario continued to post the 


lowest vacancy rates in the 
country," Duhamel added The 
nation's capital, although still 
continuing to increase, recorded 
the lowest rate at 1.3 per cent. 
Victoria, and Vancouver, follow¬ 
ed closely This is attributed to 
British Columbia's relatively 
strong economy. Toronto's va¬ 
cancy rate was 2.2 per cent and 
Hamilton, 2 3 per cent Oshawa 
posted the highest Ontario rate of 
6 1 per cent 

Due to high vacancy rates, 
average rents for one and two 
bedroom units only increased by 
a small percentage over last year, 
and in some markets, rents 
actually decreased The highest 
rents were reported in Van¬ 
couver, Toronto and Ottawa, 
which also have the lowest 
vacancy rates

In 1991, the largest living 
expense was food at home, at 23 
percent of the total The next 
largest categories were transpor¬ 


tation-13 percent-and shelter at 
11 percent. The average farm 
family spent $2,035 00 to live 
each month in 1991 Add savings, 
taxes and donations, and the total 
grows to $2,750 00 In 1987, this 
total was $2,300 00 and in 1986, 
$2,142.00 

The FAMEX study was also 
a valuable educational tool for its 
participants First time record- 


keepers, especially, find tracking 
their living expenses a useful 
experience One participant de¬ 
scribed it as "fascinating to find 
out where our money goes." 

The FAMEX '91 families 
average 4.25 people and had 
been farming for 14 years. The 
FAMEX '91 study was funded 
through the Farming for the 
Future research program as an 


on-farm demonstration project. 
District home economists from 
across the province worked with 
the farm families on the project.
